WASHINGTON — “Not every

After delaying their report for several days, 
U.N.-backed fraud investigators on Monday threw 
out nearly a third of President Hamid Karzai’s votes 
from the country’s disputed August election.

HONOLULU — Secretary of Defense 
Robert Gates and several of the nation’s top 
military leaders bid farewell Monday to Adm. 
Timothy Keating, the silver-haired, affable 
leader of Pacific Command for the past two 
and a half years. 

“Thank you for your service to your Navy 
and our country,” said Gates, during a brief 
change-of-command ceremony on Monday 
overlooking breezy Pearl Harbor. “I hope you 
have better luck with retirement than I did,” 
he joked. 

At the command’s headquarters, a stunning 
mountain top vista of Oahu, a trio of sailors 
lowered Keating’s flag and raised the colors 
of anew commander, Adm. Robert F. Willard. 
Keating choked up as he made a brief round 
of thank yous and, after passing command to 
Willard, stood at attention with a hefty sigh. 

Gates said PACOM, the largest of six mili-

“Economic opportunity, espe- 
cially job creation, is a critical part 
of reintegrating the foot-soldier 
into normal life,’ Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, the U.S. commander 
in Afghanistan, wrote in an as- 
sessment of the deteriorating war 
delivered to Obama last month. 

“As coalition operations pro- 
ceed,” he wrote, “insurgents will 
have three choices: fight, flee or 
reintegrate. ISAF (the Interna- 
tional Security Assistance Force) 
must identify opportunities to re- 
integrate former mid-to low-level 
insurgent fighters into normal 
society by offering them a way 
out” with “reasonable incentives 
... possibly including the provision 
of employment and protection.” 

The authority to give insurgents 
the option of being “killed, cap- 
tured or reintegrated” would be 
decentralized to ISAF field com- 
manders, in coordination with the 
Afghan government. 

A number of experts said 
McChrystal has too few troops 
to credibly promise any of those 
choices. Obama, they argued, 
cannot achieve reconciliation or 
reintegration without committing 
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remote locations where overseas DOD personnel are located.

Reconciliation does require 
“distinguishing the ‘good’ Tal- 
iban from the ‘bad,’ ” Afghanistan 
expert Michael Semple wrote in 
Foreign Affairs magazine this 
summer. But the insurgent move- 
ment “contains legions of men who 
fight for reasons that have noth- 
ing to do with Islamic zealotry. 
For many, insurgency is a way of 
life. ... And even if many fighters 
are fundamentally nonideologi- 
cal, membership in an insurgent 
network — in which elders and 
peers tell them that opposing for- 
eign forces is virtuous — offers a 
kind of respectability.” 

Semple noted that scores of Tal- 
iban leaders — some now in the 
Afghan government — defected 
between 2002 and 2004, when the 
United States had military mo- 
mentum and Taliban forces were 
on the run. 

But experts, some of whom have 
briefed Obama or his senior advis- 
ers, differ on how to approach the 
ranks of insurgent leaders from 
just below the top political level 
to the local commanders who con- 
trol their own valley or village. 

One senior U.S. military official, 
among the relative few to question 


McChrystal’s call for more troops 
deployed to Afghan population 
centers, said no Afghan-wide re- 
integration plan was likely to suc- 
ceed. Rather than beginning with 
a dubious threat of overwhelming 
force, he advised, reconciliation 
should start from the bottom up, 
he advised, with groups of trained 
military and intelligence special- 
ists who understand the country’s 
cultural and ethnic disparities en- 
gaging in the painstaking work of 
making local deals. 

Others suggest a _ top-down 
strategy in which respected Af- 
ghans within or outside the gov- 
ernment negotiate with more 
senior insurgent leaders, possibly 
at their headquarters in Pakistan. 

Still others believe that the 
United States and its allies have 
deceived themselves into think- 
ing the Taliban and its allies can 
be broken into pieces by either 
carrots or sticks. 

“Take the Taliban seriously,” 
said Gilles Dorronsoro of the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace. “Stop thinking that 
they are this kind of losers. These 
guys are really, really good ... they 
know why they are fighting.”

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Karzal loses th

KABUL — U.N.-backed fraud 
investigators on Monday threw 
out nearly a third of President 
Hamid Karzai’s ballots from 
Afghanistan’s disputed August 
election, setting the stage for a 
runoff. 

The rulings dropped Karzai’s 
votes to 48 percent of the total, 
below the 50 percent threshold 
needed for him to avoid a runoff 
with his top challenger, according 
to calculations by independent 
election monitors. 

It was unclear, however, wheth- 
er the Afghan-led Independent 
Election Commission would ac- 
cept the findings of the fraud panel 
and announce a runoff. Karzai’s 
spokesman said it was too soon 
to make a judgment based on the 
figures released by the panel. 

That could mean a further delay 
in forming a new government 
that the U.S. believes is needed to 
help combat the growing Taliban 
insurgency. A protracted crisis 
could also lead to political unrest. 

The White House has also said 
no decision on sending more U.S. 
troops to Afghanistan would be 
made before the election crisis 
is resolved — a stance reiterated 
by the civilian chief of the NATO 
military alliance on Monday. 

U.S. Sen. John Kerry, chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, who was among 
a host of international envoys in 
Kabul on the weekend urging the 
president to accept the fraud rul- 
ings, returned Monday to resume 
meetings with Karzai, the U.S. 
Embassy said. 

Two international officials fa- 
miliar with the investigation by 
the U.N.-backed Electoral Com- 
plaints Commission said the find- 
ings showed Karzai falling below 
the 50 percent required to avoid

a runoff with his chief rival, for- 
mer Foreign Minister Abdullah 
Abdullah. 

An independent calculation by 
an election monitoring group, De- 
mocracy International, showed 
Karzai with 48.3 percent, or about 
2.1 million votes, after more than 
995,000 of his votes were thrown 
out for fraud. 

Overall, about 1.3 million votes 
of the more than 5 million ballots 
cast were voided. Abdullah lost 
more than 201,000 votes, but his 
percentage rose to 31.5 percent 
from 27.8 percent previously. 

Preliminary results released 
last month showed Karzai win- 


ning the Aug. 20 election with 
more than 54 percent. However, 
allegations of voter coercion and 
ballot box-stuffing prompted the 
fraud investigation and held up a 
final proclamation of a winner. 

Abdullah campaign spokesman 
Fazel Sancharaki welcomed the 
fraud panel’s findings and said 
they showed Karzai’s percentage 
of the vote was 48 percent. 

“This is a step forward, now it 
is up to the IEC to announce the 
final results,’ Sancharaki said. 
He said it would be illegal for the 
IEC to reject the fraud panel’s 
findings.

BAGHDAD — Bombs targeting a take- 
out restaurant and a commuter bus in the 
Iraqi capital killed at least four people Mon- 
day, highlighting the continuing challenge 
to Iraqi forces of maintaining security in 
the country. 

The two bombings and another at a cafe in 
Baghdad on Sunday suggest that insurgents 
are taking advantage of the transition from 
U.S. forces to Iraqi security that happened 
at the end of June to stage attacks. 

A bomb explosion at the Shatt al-Arab 
kebab shop in southwestern Baghdad killed 
at least two people, said police. The blast in 
the mixed predominantly Shiite district of 
Bayaa also wounded four people. 

A few hours later, a bomb attached to a 
minibus exploded during afternoon rush 
hour in the city’s northern Shaab district, 
killing two people and wounding nine oth- 
ers, Said police. The minibus was carrying 
commuters from the capital’s central bus 
station. 

A day earlier, a bomb attached to a mo- 


torcycle exploded near a popular cafe in a 
largely Sunni district of Baghdad, killing 
five people, authorities said. 

The bombings come as the U.S. military 
has begun winding down operations ahead 
of its withdrawal of combat troops on Aug. 
31, 2010. A U.S.-Iraqi security pact requires 
all American troops to withdraw by the end 
of 2011. 

Elsewhere Monday, gunmen killed a se- 
nior police official in Mosul, another police 
official said. 

The officials all spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because they were not authorized to 
release the information to the media. 

Also on Monday, the U.S. military said an 
American soldier was killed in a vehicle ac- 
cident near Mosul. 

The military says the Multi-National Di- 
vision-North soldier was killed Sunday five 
miles west of the city. 

The name of the soldier is being withheld 
pending notification of next of kin. The mili- 
tary said in a statement released Monday 
that the accident is under investigation.

“There is a need for rapid de- 
cisions (but) it’s important to 
stress that there is a strong need 
for the international community 
to have a credible and account- 
able government in Kabul to deal 
with,’ NATO Secretary-General 
Anders Fogh Rasmussen said in 
Brussels.

Japan officials hopeful U.S. will

One by one, they emerge through 
a stone archway beneath the gothic para- 
pets of their barracks, salute a statue of 
Confederate Gen. Stonewall Jackson, fall 
into columns by height and march east to 
the mess hall for a breakfast of bacon, eggs 
and bellowing. 

Inside, first-year cadets sit as straight 
as their chair backs and speak only in loud 
formalities: “BROTHER RAT, PLEASE 
PASS THE SALT.” The slightest lapse can 
unleash a torrent of verbal abuse from an 
upper-class cadet. 

That is the VMI way. But leaders of 
Virginia’s state-funded military school 
are learning whether a school steeped in 
the past can adjust to modern sensibilities, 
including the challenges of incorporating 
women into a warrior culture developed in 
the days when all brother rats were men. 

VMI was the last all-male public col- 
lege in the nation when, in 1997, it began 
admitting women at the demand of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. Last year, the U.S. Justice 
Department began investigating whether 
VMI’s environment is especially hostile to 
women. 

Allegations of sexual assault occur 
about once a year, typical for a school of 
this size, according to college officials. 
The first case to result in a criminal 
charge ended last week. In that case, a fe- 
male cadet alleged that Stephen J. Lloyd, 
then a senior from Mason Neck, Va., 
pulled her into a storage room the night of 
March 27 and raped her. Lloyd no longer 
attends VMI. He entered an Alford plea, 
which means he did not admit guilt but ac- 
knowledged that there is enough evidence 
to convict him. The sentence: a year in jail 
and a $2,500 fine, suspended. 

Although the incident is a setback for 
VMI, the response might represent prog- 
ress for the institute, said Judy Casteele, 
executive director of Project Horizon, a 
Lexington crisis intervention agency that 
trains VMI cadets and administrators to 
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Freshmen at Virginia Military Institute participate in Cadre Week, which includes numerous training activities, learning about the 
history of VMI and become familiar with the requirements of cadet life. 


deal with sexual assault. “I think the fact 
that women feel safe enough to come for- 
ward is a really big deal.” 

Amid the changes, spartan traditions 
have endured since 1839. 

Rats still sleep on wooden bed frames 
in barracks that lack air conditioning. Ca- 
dets wear the same wool overcoats, with 
split tails for horseback riding. They hew 
to the same old-school disciplinary model, 
which rewards no good deed but punishes 
every failure. They muster for the same 
reveille at 0700 and march into the morn- 
ing sun. 

“Outsiders ask, ‘Why don’t you just let 
them walk down and get breakfast?,’” said 
Col. Thomas Trumps, the commandant 
who leads the daily military regimen. “We 
could. But then it wouldn’t be VMI.” 

For such a tradition-bound place, VMI 
and its 1,500 cadets are witnessing unprec- 
edented flux. Gen. J.H. Binford Peay III, 
the school’s superintendent since 2003, is 
leading a reinvention of the institute, called 
Vision 2039. With typical battle-plan zeal, 
Peay is pursuing 190 separate objectives. 

The academic buildings have air condi- 
tioning. A new barracks and a conference 
and leadership center anchor a $235 mil- 
lion construction plan. 

The acceptance rate for freshmen was 54 


percent this fall, compared with 74 percent 
in 1999. The freshman grade-point average 
has risen to 3.4 from 3.1. VMI’s selectiv- 
ity is improving relative to other schools: 
It ranks 62nd among U.S. liberal arts col- 
leges in the latest annual rankings by U.S. 
News & World Report, its strongest show- 
ing to date. 

The rate of student attrition — at a 
school that assigns push-ups by the hun- 
dreds — hovers at about 18 percent, down 
from the low 20s a decade ago. A new hon- 
ors program yielded one of the nation’s 32 
Rhodes scholars last year, the second this 
decade for VMI. VMI exists to produce a 
time-honored product, the citizen soldier: 
capable, loyal, honest. Fifty-six percent 
of graduates accept military commis- 
sions, up from 35 percent a decade ago, 
signaling progress on another of Peay’s 
initiatives. 

Entering freshmen pay $18,000 in tuition 
and fees (twice that if they are not Virgin- 
ians) for the privilege of being broken and 
rebuilt. In the process, cadets learn to work 
together and form a lifetime bond. 

“No person can make it through here 
alone,” said John Bowman, a senior from 
Greenback, Tenn. 

Shorn, stripped of identity and dubbed 
rats, the lowest form of life, new cadets race 


through boot camp in nine days. They run 
up and down House Mountain, the impos- 
ing peak to the west. They have “sweat par- 
ties,” calisthenics marathons supervised 
by senior cadets. They live without televi- 
sion, music or telephones and never stray 
from the rat line, an invisible path through 
the barracks. 

Anyone who lies, cheats or steals or 
even tolerates such misconduct faces 
expulsion. 

“T didn’t think I’d make it through my 
first two weeks,” said Bryant Youngblood, 
a senior from Hubbard, Ohio. “They wake 
you up at dawn, you go out and run. My 
freedoms were taken away. I felt like some- 
one had to know where I was at every single 
moment.” 

When the women arrived, the institute 
made few accommodations. They hung 
shades on barracks doors, designed skirts 
for formal uniforms and installed tampon 
machines. 

But the new first-year women still were 
called “brother rat.” 

“The young lady who has an interest in 
this kind of lifestyle, in this type of educa- 
tion, there’s not a lot of them out there,” 
said Trumps. “I’d send my son here, and I’d 
send my daughter here if she was tough. If 
she was tough.” 


Judge rules in favor of government on Guantanamo detainee documents

WASHINGTON — A federal 
judge ruled Friday in a case on 
detainees at Guantanamo Bay 
that the government can main- 
tain the secrecy of portions of 
some records that allegedly de- 
scribe torture and abuse. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union has been seeking release 
of the material under the Free- 
dom of Information Act on 14 
detainees who went before U.S. 
military panels at Guantanamo 
Bay in Cuba. 

U.S. District Judge Royce Lam- 
berth based his ruling on a 42- 


page CIA affidavit asserting that 
the government was not conceal- 
ing any violations of law when it 
classified parts of the detainees’ 
statements. 

The ACLU pointed out that the 
judge did not review the actual 
classified material before mak- 
ing his decision. 

Lamberth said a court review 
of the actual documents in the 
case is unnecessary because the 
CIA’s declaration is sufficiently 
detailed. 

The court’s ruling allows the 
government to protect current 
and former government officials 


from accountability by continu- 
ing to suppress first-hand ac- 
counts of torture, Ben Wizner, 
staff attorney with the ACLU Na- 
tional Security Project, said in a 
statement. 

In keeping some of the material 
secret, the government invoked 
exemptions in the FOIA that pro- 
tect the identities of intelligence 
sources, intelligence methods 
and protect the confidentiality of 
records that have been properly 
designated as classified.

TEHRAN, Iran — The chief of Iran’s 
powerful Revolutionary Guard accused 
the United States, Britain and Pakistan 
on Monday of having links with Sunni 
militants responsible for a suicide 
bombing that killed five senior Guard 
commanders and 37 others. 

Iran’s president said those behind 
Sunday’s bombing are hiding across 
the border in Pakistan, and in a phone 
call with his Pakistani counterpart on 
Monday he demanded their arrest. 

The accusations put some strain 
on the normally close relationship between Iran 
and Pakistan, which have had differences over the 
issue of Islamic extremism in the past. Monday’s 
statements marked the first time Iran has publicly 
accused its neighbor’s intelligence service of sup- 
porting the Sunni rebel group known as Jundallah, 
or Soldiers of God. 

The claims of U.S. and British interference came 
as those two nations were taking part in talks with 
Iranian officials over the country’s nuclear program 
in Vienna. The accusations, however, were not ex- 
pected to complicated the talks. 

Jundallah, which emerged in 2002 in Iran’s remote 
and mountainous southeast, has waged a low-level 
insurgency there to protest what it says is govern- 
ment persecution of the Baluchi ethnic minority.

was posted Monday on an Islamic Web site that usu- 
ally publishes al-Qaida statements. The posting, 
whose authenticity could not be verified, made no 
mention of any assistance from foreign powers. 

The group has carried out sporadic kidnappings 
and attacks in recent years — including targeting 
the Revolutionary Guard and Shiite civilians. In

VIENNA — Talks to persuade 
Iran to move most of its enriched 
uranium out of the country have 
gotten off to a “good start,” the 
head of the U.N. nuclear agency 
said Monday. 

The comments by Mohamed 
E1]Baradei, who heads the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency, 
were significant because Iran 
earlier had signaled it would not 
meet Western demands for a deal 
under which it would send most of 
its enriched material abroad — a 
move that would delay its ability 
to make a nuclear bomb. 

Tehran has said it needs en- 
riched uranium for nuclear fuel. 
But the West fears it could be 
used to make weapons, and the 
U.S. says Iran is now one to six 
years away from being able to do 
SO. 

Monday’s Vienna talks _ be- 
tween Iran and the U.S., Russia 
and France were focused on a 
technical issue with huge strate- 
gic ramifications — whether Iran 
is ready to farm out some of its 
uranium enrichment program to 
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a foreign country. 

Progress would _ strengthen 
confidence on the part of the U.S. 
and five other big powers trying 
to persuade Iran to dispel fears 
about its nuclear program that 
this time Tehran is serious about 
reducing tensions. 

ElBaradei appeared = cau- 
tiously optimistic after the first 
day of closed meetings, saying 
most technical issues had been 
discussed and the parties would 
meet again Tuesday morning. 

“We have had this afternoon 
quite a constructive meeting,”

Deal struck with 
militant leaders

DERA ISMAIL KHAN, Paki- 
stan — Troops fought militants 
on three fronts and fighter jets 
bombed insurgent positions near 
the Afghan border Monday as 
Pakistan pressed ahead with an 
assault on the country’s main Tal- 
iban and al-Qaida stronghold. 

The army and the Pakistani 
Taliban have each claimed early 
victories in South Waziristan, a 
lawless, semiautonomous region 
that Islamist extremists use as a 
base to plot attacks on the Paki- 
stani state, Western troops in 
Afghanistan and targets in the 
West. 

As the offensive entered its third 
day, Pakistaniintelligence officials 
revealed the army had reached 
prior agreements with two mili- 
tant commanders — whose sup- 
porters are believed to be fighting 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan — to 
stay neutral during the assault. 

That could trigger concern 
in Washington, which has been 
pushing Islamabad to launch the 
offensive, seen as the most crucial 
yet against militants who are in 
control of a large swath of Paki- 
stan’s northwestern frontier re- 
gion. Militants have carried out a 
string of bloody attacks in recent 
weeks, including a 22-hour siege 
of army headquarters. 

On Monday, U.S. Central Com- 
mand chief Gen. David Petraeus 
met Pakistan’s prime minister 
and army chief in the capital. U.S. 
Sen. John Kerry also met the two 
Pakistanis to try and ease tensions 
over an American aid bill that has 
caused a rift between Pakistan’s 
army and civilian government. 

Army spokesman Maj. Gen. 
Athar Abbas said 78 militants 
and nine soldiers have been killed 
since the offensive began Satur- 
day. It is nearly impossible to in- 
dependently verify what is going 
on in South Waziristan because 
the army is blocking access to it 
and surrounding towns. 

Intelligence officials said the 
army before the offensive had 
reached verbal agreements with 
two militant commanders, Maul- 
vi Nazir and Hafiz Gul Bahadur, 
aimed at ensuring they stay neu- 
tral during the offensive. In re- 
turn, the army will not attack the 
men and their fighters, who con- 
centrate on battling U.S. troops in 
Afghanistan, the officials said on 
condition of anonymity because of 
the sensitivity of the information.

militants linked to the Mehsud 
tribe, who control about half of 
South Waziristan and are blamed 
for 80 percent of the suicide at- 
tacks that have battered Pakistan 
over the last three years. 

The army wants to isolate the 
Mehsud tribe from others in the 
region, something many analysts 
say will be key to its success or 
failure as the army does not have 
the strength to take on all the 
groups in the region simultane- 
ously. Pakistan troops have been 
beaten back from the mountain- 
ous region in South Waziristan 
three times since 2004. 

Abbas said forces were moving 
deeper into militant-controlled 
territory from three directions 
Monday, taking rocket fire and 
fighting insurgents. Jets were 
making bombing runs in the 
Ladha and Makeen areas, he said. 

Some 30,000 troops are up 
against an estimated 10,000 Paki- 
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stani militants and about 1,500 
foreign fighters. 

As many as 150,000 civilians 
have left the region in recent 
months after the army made clear 
it was planning an assault, but 
some 350,000 people may be left. 
Authorities say up to 200,000 peo- 
ple may flee in the coming weeks. 

“The situation in Waziristan is 
getting worse and worse every 
day,” said Haji Sherzad Mehsud 
as he lined up for aid in Dera Is- 


mail Khan, a town near South 
Waziristan. 

Accounts from residents and 
those fleeing Sunday suggest- 
ed militant resistance was far 
tougher than in the Swat Valley, 
another northwest region where 
insurgents were overpowered 
earlier this year. Officials have 
said they envisage the operation 
will last two months, when win- 
ter weather will make fighting 
difficult.

SEOUL — _ South Korea’s 
foreign minister called North 
Korea’s uranium enrichment pro- 
gram “worrisome” and pressed 
the communist nation Monday 
to take real steps toward nuclear 
disarmament. 

Last month, North Korea told 
the U.N. Security Council that it 
was in the final stages of enrich- 
ing uranium, a process that would 
give the regime a second way to 
make atomic bombs in addition to 
its plutonium-based program. 

On Monday, South Korean For- 
eign Minister Yu Myung-hwan 
said he believes the issue could be 
separately discussed at the United 
Nations. He did not elaborate. 

North Korea has been reaching 
out to Seoul and Washington after 
raising tensions over its nuclear 
and missile programs, though it 
conducted short-range missile 
tests and warned of a naval clash 
with the South last week. 

Yu said North Korea must first 
take “substantial” disarmament 
measures and promptly return 
to stalled six-party disarma- 
ment talks involving the two Ko- 
reas, the U.S., China, Russia and 
Japan.

U.S. issues new 
medical pot policy

WASHINGTON — Marijuana- 
smoking patients or their sanc- 
tioned suppliers should not be 
targeted for U.S. prosecution in 
states that allow medical use of 
the drug, prosecutors were told 
Monday in a new policy memo is- 
sued by the Justice Department. 

Under the policy spelled out in 
a three-page legal memo, federal 
prosecutors are being told it is not 
a good use of their time to arrest 
people who use or provide medi- 
cal marijuana in strict compli- 
ance with state law. 

The guidelines being issued by 
the department do, however, make 
it clear that federal agents will 
go after people whose marijuana 
distribution goes beyond what is 
permitted under state law or use 
medical marijuana as a cover for 
other crimes. 

The memo advises prosecutors 
they “should not focus federal re- 
sources in your states on individu- 
als whose actions are in clear and 
unambiguous compliance with 
existing state laws providing for 
the medical use of marijuana.” 

The new policy is a significant 








departure from the Bush admin- 
istration, which insisted it would 
continue to enforce federal anti- 
pot laws regardless of state codes. 
“Tt will not be a priority to use 
federal resources to prosecute 
patients with serious illnesses or 
their caregivers who are comply- 
ing with state laws on medical 
marjjuana, but we will not tolerate 
drug traffickers who hide behind 
claims of compliance with state 
law to mask activities that are 
clearly illegal,” Attorney General 
Eric Holder said in a statement. 
Fourteen states allow some use 
of marijuana for medical purpos- 
es, among them California. 
California stands out for the 
widespread presence of dispen- 
saries — businesses that sell 
marijuana and even advertise 
it. Colorado also has several dis- 
pensaries, and Rhode Island and 
New Mexico are in the process of 
licensing providers, according to 
the Marijuana Policy Project, a 
group that promotes the decrimi- 
nalization of marijuana use. 
Holder said in March that he 
wanted federal law enforcement 
officials to pursue those who vio- 
late both federal and state law, but 
it has not been clear how that goal

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Bernanke calls on 
U.S. to trim deficit

WASHINGTON — Federal Re- 
serve Chairman Ben Bernanke 
on Monday called for the United 
States to whittle down its re- 
cord-high budget deficits and for 
countries like China to get their 
consumers to spend more, moves 
that would help combat skewed 
global trade and investment flows 
that contributed to the financial 
crisis. 

Bernanke’s remarks to a Fed 
conference in Santa Barbara, 
Calif., comes just days after the 
federal government on Friday 
reported a $1.42 trillion deficit 
for 2009 budget year that ended 
Sept. 30. The previous year’s def- 
icit was $459 billion. 

“As the global economy recov- 
ers and trade volumes rebound, 
however, global imbalances my 
reassert themselves,” Bernanke 
warned. For the United States’ 
part, “the most effective way” 
to boost national savings in this 
country “is by establishing a 
sustainable fiscal trajectory, an- 
chored by a clear commitment to 
substantially reduce federal defi- 
cits over time,” Bernanke said. 
He didn’t suggest ways to do so. 

And, for trade surplus coun-

COLUMBUS, Ohio — A Roman 
Catholic priest imprisoned for 
killing a nun 29 years ago told a 
newspaper that he is innocent, 
but a prosecutor and the victim’s 
nephew wondered why he is only 
making the claim now. 

The Rev. Gerald Robinson, 
now 71, was convicted in 2006 for 
killing Sister Margaret Ann Pahl 
in 1980 by strangling her and 
stabbing her 31 times in a Toledo 
hospital chapel. Church histori- 
ans have said it’s the only docu- 
mented case of a Catholic priest 


killing a nun. 

“T didn’t do this,” Robinson told 
The Columbus Dispatch for Sun- 
day editions. “I have no idea why 
anyone would do it.” 

Robinson was sentenced to a 
mandatory term of 15 years to life 
in prison. 

Lee Pahl, the nun’s nephew, 
said he believed at the trial that 
Robinson was the killer and con- 
tinues to believe it. He’s also both- 
ered that Robinson, who retired 
as a priest in 2004, has not been 
defrocked. 

“As a convicted murderer, he 
shouldn’t be allowed to keep his 


title as a priest,” Pahl said. 

The lead prosecutor said Rob- 
inson should have made his claim 
in court. 

“For him now to come out and 
say he didn’t do it — I would say 
to him, ‘You missed your chance 
to say that when it counted, ” 
said Dean Mandros. “He didn’t 
take the stand because he knew 
he couldn’t answer the (critical) 
questions.” 

Lawyers for the Ohio Inno- 
cence Project are continuing 
tests to determine whether DNA 
under Pahl’s fingernails matches 
someone else. The DNA doesn’t 


match Robinson, and it also didn’t 
match the Rev. Jerome Swiatecki, 
the late priest whom Robinson’s 
attorneys believed should have 
been a suspect. 

An 8-inch letter opener that 
was a gift to Robinson became 
the central piece of evidence that 
prosecutors used to tie him to the 
crime. 

Robinson was charged with 
murder in 2004 after questioning 
by cold-case detectives. 

“To my knowledge, they just 
wanted to have a case — aname. I 
don’t have any reason why,” Rob- 
inson said. 


Delaware diocese seeks bankruptcy protection

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — A sex 
abuse case against Delaware’s 
Catholic Diocese of Wilmington 
and a former priest will be de- 
layed after the church filed for 
federal bankruptcy protection on 
the eve of proceedings. 

The bankruptcy filing late Sun- 
day automatically delays the case 
that had been set to start Monday 
in Kent County Superior Court, 
the first of eight consecutive abuse 
trials scheduled in Delaware. 

“This is a painful decision, one 
that I had hoped and prayed I 
would never have to make,” said 
the Rev. W. Francis Malooly, the 
bishop of the diocese, on its Web 
site. 

Wilmington is the seventh U.S. 
Catholic diocese to seek Chapter 
11 bankruptcy protection since 
scandal erupted seven years ago 
in the Archdiocese of Boston.

The diocese covers Delaware 
and the Eastern Shore of Mary- 


land and serves about 230,000. 
Thomas Neuberger, an attorney 


representing 88 alleged victims, 
described the bankruptcy filing 
as a “desperate effort to hide the 
truth from the public and conceal 
the thousands of pages of scandal- 
ous documents” from being made 
public in court. 

“This filing is the latest, sad 
chapter in the diocese’s decades 
long ‘cover-up’ of these despicable 
crimes, to maintain the secrecy 
surrounding its responsibility and 
complicity in the sexual abuse of 
hundreds of Catholic children,” 
Neuberger said in a statement. 

Monday’s case would have 
been the first to come to trial 
under a Delaware law that creat- 
ed a two-year “lookback” window 
that allowed claims of abuse to be 
brought regardless of statute of 
limitations rules. 

More than 100 lawsuits were 
filed before the period ended this 
summer, with four being settled. 
The diocese has paid more than 
$6.2 million to settle claims. 


Balloon hoax charges not expected until next week

Larimer County _ sheriff’s 
spokeswoman Eloise Campan- 
ella said that investigators don’t 
anticipate finishing their reports 
and presenting them to the dis- 
trict attorney’s office until next 
week.

The 6-year-old boy, Falcon, was 
never in the flying saucer-shaped 
balloon, which flew unmanned 
for 50 miles.

Lane, said earlier in the day that 
he expected charges to be filed 
by Wednesday. With television 
cameras and reporters set up out- 
side the Heene home, Lane has 
stressed that the Heenes are will-

“Tfthey (prosecutors) can prove 
their case beyond a reasonable 
doubt, that’s one thing. If they 
can’t prove their case beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that’s another,” 
he told The Associated Press.

He said he was surprised by 
what came out at the trial.

t isn’t just tuition increases 

that are driving up the cost 

of college. Around the coun- 

try, deep budget cuts are 

forcing colleges to lay off instruc- 

tors and eliminate some classes, 

making it harder for students to 

get into the courses they need to 
earn their degree. 

The likely result: more time in 
college. 

While that may sound agree- 
able to nostalgic alumni, to stu- 
dents like Michael Redoglia, time 
is Money. 

Early this semester at San 
Francisco State University, Re- 
doglia unsuccessfully crashed 26 
different classes, hoping to find 
space that would move him closer 
to a hospitality management de- 
gree. Outside some classrooms, 
wait-listed students took turns 
standing closest to the door so 
they could hear the lecture and 
not fall too far behind should they 
get in. 

Redoglia, a fourth-year stu- 
dent, is now enrolled in just two 
courses. He could lose financial 
aid, and his plan to finish his degree in 412 
years is up in smoke. 

“This semester has put me back another 
full year,” said Redoglia, adding that the 
delay is “killing me financially.” 

Policymakers right up to President 
Barack Obama have been calling on public 
colleges to move students through more ef- 
ficiently, and some have been doing so. But 
experts say any recent progress is threat- 
ened by unprecedented state budget cuts 
that have trimmed course offerings. 

“They will not graduate on time. I hope 
they will graduate at all,” said David Bag- 
gins, who as chairman of political science 
at Cal State University-East Bay has been 
bombarded with requests for spots in al- 
ready packed classes. 

“Before, there was always a way to help 
the student who really needed help.” This 
year, “all I can do is say no.” 

Some students struggle for places in the 
core entry-level classes such as composi- 
tion and math because the part-time in- 
structors who typically teach those courses 
are the first to be laid off in tough times. 
Other students are shut out of crowded core 
courses in their majors by upperclassmen. 

Some upperclassmen face an even 
tougher road: The upper-level classes they 
need have been cut entirely because they

aren’t popular enough. 

A federal study of 1999-2000 graduates 
found it takes students roughly 4.5 years 
on average to earn a bachelor’s degree. 
About two-thirds of traditional-age col- 
lege students who finished got through 
within five. 

In the 450,000-student California State 
system — the nation’s largest public uni- 
versity system — the average is longer, 
in part because of large numbers of low- 
income, part-time and transfer students. 
A 2007 study of students who entered 12 
years earlier found they took an average 
of 5.7 years. Officials say that number was 
probably falling slightly before the cur- 
rent cuts hit. 

To help students get the courses they 
need to graduate, the University of North 
Carolina-Chapel Hill raised enrollment 
caps on some English and foreign lan- 
guage classes from 19 to 24. The Univer- 
sity of Kansas also increased some class 
sizes — but offered fewer sections of a big 
introductory chemistry course. 

At Central Oregon Community Col- 
lege in Bend, Ore., where enrollment has 
grown over 60 percent in the past three 
years, nearly 400 students don’t have 
even one of the courses they requested. 
Many of the school’s worker retraining 


programs consist of classes to be taken in 
sequence, so students who can’t get slots 
could be stuck until next fall. 

The 23-campus Cal State system has 
raised tuition more than 30 percent, in- 
creased class sizes, laid off hundreds of 
teachers and cut thousands of class sec- 
tions in response to a 20 percent state 
budget cut. 

Around the country, the belt-tightening 
has made the usual begging and pleading 
to make more space especially urgent. 

“Some of them are more open — they 
understand you’re trying to get into class- 
es you need,” said Haley Sink, a sopho- 
more at Virginia Tech from Kernersville, 
N.C., who failed to get into several classes. 
“Others say, ‘I absolutely cannot handle 
more students.’” 

Money isn’t necessarily the only prob- 
lem, some experts say. Patrick Callan, 
president of the National Center for Pub- 
lic Policy and Higher Education, said uni- 
versities focus too much on prestigious but 
unessential graduate programs at the ex- 
pense of the undergraduate basics. Others

want professors pushed 
harder to teach essential 
courses instead of their 
own boutique interests 
— and students to accept 
more unpopular, early morning slots. 

But some students say they are out of 
choices. 

Sherrie Canedo, a fifth-year senior at 
Cal State-East Bay, was recently told she 
could finish her ethnic studies degree 
through independent study because most 
of the courses she needs were eliminated. 

“T don’t feel that’s an acceptable way to 
learn,” said Canedo, who is working two 
jobs and trying to string together enough 
financial aid to finish her education. “I’m 
paying to be taught in a classroom.”

Hatch completes 
jail sentence 


eality TV contestant Richard 
Rize was released from 
Massachusetts jail early 
Friday after completing a federal 
sentence for evading taxes on the 
$1 million he won during the CBS 
reality show’s first season. 

Hatch, who won the first season of 
“Survivor,” is living with his sister, 
who declined to comment Friday and 
instructed a reporter to leave the 
property. 

Hatch, 48, now faces three years 
of supervised release. He won’t be 
able to leave Rhode Island without 
permission and must check in with 
his probation officer regularly, said 
Barry Weiner, chief U.S. probation of- 
ficer for Rhode Island. Hatch doesn’t 
have a job yet, but he will have to find 
one, Weiner said. He must also com- 
plete a mental health program. 

In 2006, Hatch was convicted of 
tax evasion for not paying taxes on 
his “Survivor” winnings, as well as 
on $327,000 he earned as co-host of 
a Boston radio show and $28,000 in 
income from rental property. The 
judge tacked on extra prison time to 
his sentence after finding he had lied 
on the stand, giving him a 51-month 
prison term.

Blackwater pretrial hearings should be public

udge Ricardo Urbina of the U.S. 
e) Bsc Court for the District of 

Columbia has been holding closed- 
door hearings in the case of five Blackwater 
security contractors accused of gunning 
down unarmed Iraqi civilians. ... The Post 
learned of the hearings, which appear not 
to have been listed on the public docket; 
Urbina declined the newspaper’s request to 
lift the secrecy order. 

As The Post’s Del Quentin Wilber re- 
ported, Urbina explained that he needed to 
close the hearings to prevent witnesses and 
prospective jurors from getting wind of the 
information likely to arise in these hear- 
ings. The judge also said he was obligated 
to prevent public disclosure of secret grand 
jury testimony. 

Urbina is conducting a weeklong pretrial 
hearing in which the government is being 
challenged to prove that the evidence used 
to indict the former Blackwater contrac- 
tors was obtained independent of state- 
ments made by the men shortly after the 
2007 shootings that left more than a dozen 
Iraqis civilians dead and nearly two dozen 
injured. Those statements were made to 
State Department agents who promised 
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the guards that the statements would not be 
used to criminally prosecute them. 

Urbina may be right that closing the 
courtroom may have been the only way to 
protect grand jury material. After all, one 
way for the government to prove it did not 
use the guard’s immunized statements is to 


considered anything short of complete se- 
crecy, such as closing off only parts of the 
hearing. Urbina indicated that he may con- 
sider allowing the release of redacted hear- 
ing transcripts. This would be a reasonable 
accommodation. 

The judge, however, is on very shaky 
ground in claiming that a closure was 
necessary to shield witnesses and jurors, 
especially because well-established court 
procedures exist to deal with these possi- 
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bilities. Witnesses called to testify at trial 
typically provide sworn statements before 
they are called to the stand. Either side may 
challenge a witness’ credibility if there is a 
discrepancy between testimony and pre- 
vious statements. And the jury selection 
process routinely is used to cull from the 
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The Supreme Court has ruled that the pub- 
lic must be notified about a possible closure 
and given a chance to argue against it be- 
fore a judge takes the drastic step of ex- 
cluding the public from a criminal hearing. 
Notice was absent in this case. And while 
The Post was permitted a brief, 15-minute 
hearing before the first Blackwater matter 
was to commence, this is not the kind of de- 
liberate and thorough review the justices 
contemplated.

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The danger of dithering on foreign policy

eakness in American 
foreign policy in one re- 
gion often invites chal- 


lenges elsewhere, because our 
adversaries carefully follow 
diminished American resolve. 
Similarly, presidential indeci- 
siveness, whether because of 
uncertainty or internal political 
struggles, signals that the United 
States may not respond to inter- 
national challenges in clear and 
coherent ways. 

Taken together, weakness and 
indecisiveness have proved his- 
torically to be a toxic combination 
for America’s global interests. 
That is the combination we see 
under President Barack Obama. 
If anything, his receiving the 
Nobel Peace Prize only under- 
lines the problem. All of Obama’s 
campaign and inaugural talk 
about “extending an open hand” 
and “engagement,” especially the 
multilateral variety, isn’t unfold- 
ing according to plan. Entirely 
predictably, we see more clearly 
every day that diplomacy is not 
a policy but only a technique. 
Absent presidential leadership, 
which at a minimum means clear 
policy direction and persistence 
in the face of criticism and adver- 
sity, engagement simply embod- 
ies weakness and indecision. 

Obama is no Harry Truman. At 
best, he is reprising Jimmy Cart- 
er. At worst, the real precedent 
may be Ethelred the Unready, 
the turn-of the-first-millennium 
Anglo-Saxon king whose reputa- 
tion for indecisiveness and his 
unsuccessful paying of Danegeld 
— literally, “Danish tax” — to buy 
off Viking raiders made him his- 
tory’s paradigmatic weak leader. 

Beyond the disquiet (or outrage 
for some) prompted by the presi- 
dent’s propensity to apologize for 


his country’s pre-Obama history, 
Americans increasingly sense 
that his administration is drifting 
from one foreign policy mistake 
to another. Worse, the current is 
growing swifter, and the threats 
more pronounced, even as the ad- 
ministration tries to turn its face 
away from the world and toward 
its domestic priorities. Foreign 
observers, friend and foe alike, 
sense the same aimlessness and 
drift. French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy had to remind Obama at 
a Sept. 24 U.N. Security Council 
meeting that “we live in the real 
world, not a virtual one.” 

Examples of weakness abound, 
and the consequences are readily 
foreseeable. 

Canceling the Polish and Czech 
missile defense bases is under- 
stood in Moscow and European 
capitals as backing down in the 
face of Russian bluster and bellig- 
erence. Russian President Dmit- 
ry Medvedev threatened the day 
after our 2008 election to deploy 
missiles targeting these assets un- 
less they were canceled, a threat 
duly noted by the Russian media 
when Obama canceled the sites. 
Given candidate Obama’s reac- 
tion to the 2008 Russia-Georgia 
war — calling on both to exercise 
restraint — there is little doubt 
that Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin’s project to re-extend Rus- 
sian hegemony over as much of 
the former Soviet Union as he can 
will continue apace. Why should 
he worry about Washington? 

Obama’s Middle East peace 
process has stalled, most recent- 
ly because he set a target for an 
end to Israeli setthkement expan- 
sion, couldn’t meet it and then 
proceeded as though he hadn’t 
meant what he said originally. 
By insisting that Israel freeze 
settlements as a precondition to 
renewing Israeli-Palestinian ne- 


gotiations, Obama drew a clear 
line. But when Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu with- 
stood Obama’s pressure, Obama 
caved, hosting a photo-op with 
Palestinian Authority President 
Mahmoud Abbas that strength- 
ened Netanyahu and weakened 
Abbas just when Obama wanted 
to achieve exactly the opposite. 
However one views the substan- 
tive outcome of this vignette, 
Obama himself looked the weak- 
est of all. It could well be years 
before his Middle East policy gets 
back up off the ground. 

On nuclear nonproliferation, 
North Korea responded to the 
“open hand” of engagement by 
testing its second nuclear device, 
continuing an aggressive ballistic 
missile testing program, cooper- 
ating with other rogue states and 
kidnapping and holding hostage 
two American reporters. Obama’s 
reaction is to press for more nego- 
tiations, which simply encourages 
Pyongyang to up the ante. 

Iran is revealed to have been 
long constructing an undeclared, 
uninspected nuclear facility that 
makes a mockery of almost seven 
years of European Union nego- 
tiation efforts. Forced to deal 
publicly with this deeply worry- 
ing threat, Obama proposes the 
equivalent of money-laundering 
for nuclear threats: Iranian ura- 
nium enriched in open, unam- 
biguous defiance of four Security 
Council resolutions will be en- 
riched to higher levels in Russia, 
and then returned to be burned in 
a Tehran reactor — ostensibly for 
peaceful purposes. Sarkozy again 
captured the growing internation- 
al incredulity in his noteworthy 
Security Council speech: “I sup- 
port America’s ‘extended hand.’ 
But what have these proposals 
for dialogue produced for the in- 
ternational community? Nothing 
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but more enriched uranium and 
more centrifuges.” 

Finally, Obama’s agonizing, 
public reappraisal of his 7-month- 
old Afghanistan policy epitomizes 
indecisiveness. While there is no 
virtue in sustaining policy mere- 
ly for continuity’s sake, neither is 
credit due for too-quickly adopt- 
ing policies without appreciating 
the risks entailed and then flee- 
ing precipitously when the risks 
become manifest. The adminis- 
tration’s stated reason for its pol- 
icy re-evaluation was widespread 
fraud in Afghanistan’s Aug. 20 
presidential election. But this 
explanation is simply not cred- 
ible. Did not the administration’s 
generals and diplomats on the 
ground, not to mention United Na- 
tions observers, see the election 
mess coming? Was the Hamid 
Karzai administration’s cupid- 
ity and corruption overlooked or 
ignored during Obama’s original 
review and revision of his prede- 
cessor’s policy? 

The unmistakable inference 
is that Obama did not carefully 
think through his March policy on 
Afghanistan, or did not have full 


confidence then or now in Army 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal or Am- 
bassador Richard Holbrooke, or 
that it is now politically inconve- 
nient among increasingly anti- 
war Democrats to follow through 
on that policy. 

None of these explanations re- 
flect credit on the president. He 
is dithering. Whatever decision 
Obama reaches on Afghanistan, 
his credibility and leadership 
have been badly wounded by 
his continuing public display of 
indecisiveness. 

Our international adversar- 
ies undoubtedly welcome all of 
these “resets” in U.S. foreign 
policy, but Americans should 
be appalled at how much of our 
posture in the world has already 
been given away. If Obama’s first 
nine months indicate the direc- 
tion of the next 39, we still have a 
long way to fall.

Finding the phrase that fits in health care debate

ow you don’t have to take Frank 

| \ | Luntz’s word for it. The GOP pollster 

and message maven circulated a 28- 

page memo in the spring, coaching Repub- 

licans on how to talk about the “Washington 

takeover” of health care. New public health 

research confirms what Luntz has known 
all along: Framing matters. 

A study that will appear in the Decem- 
ber issue of the American Journal of Pub- 
lic Health tracked the ways in which party 
affiliation related to people’s responses 
to identical information on diabetes. Par- 
ticipants read a mock news article on the 
American Diabetes Association lobbying 
Congress for greater attention to Type 2 
diabetes, the sixth-leading cause of death 
in the U.S. Some people read a straight 
news report, with minimal mention of what 
causes diabetes. Others read one of three 
versions of the story: one that pegged the 
disease primarily to genetic factors; one 
that emphasized personal choices; and one 
that focused on social and environmental 
factors, such as access to safe places to ex- 
ercise and affordable, healthy food. 

The study’s authors, University of Penn- 
sylvania researcher Sarah E. Gollust, along 
with the University of Michigan’s Paula M. 





Lantz and Peter A. Ubel, were most inter- 
ested in how people responded to the notion 
that “social determinants” — how easy it is 
to buy fresh vegetables or exercise, among 
other things — are underlying causes of 
disease. Public health advocates have been 
promoting the importance of these factors, 
believing that the more people know about 
these circumstances, the more likely they 
are to want to help. 


But that assumption doesn’t hold up. 
When people who identified themselves 
as Democrats read specifically about the 
social factors that can lead to Type 2 dia- 
betes, they expressed greater backing for 
public health policies aimed at addressing 
those factors; Republicans, by contrast, 
registered much lower levels of support. 

“The take-home message is that people 
can walk away from the same information 


with different attitudes,” Gollust says. 

She began this research in 2007, well 
before the current health care debate was 
under way, but she is familiar with Luntz’s 
work and how it overlaps with her study’s 
findings about the power of a message to 
affect people’s views. She’s not about to 
write her own strategy memo, though. 

“We have different goals,” she says. “I’m 
a researcher first.”

The toxic algae bloom can cause 
temporary breathing trouble, 
burning eyes and skin irritation in 
humans.

Both men are members of the 
Fresno Bulldogs, a notorious 
street gang that has been the focus 
of intense police action for three 
years. The Bulldogs take their 
name from the mascot and moni- 
ker of California State University, 
Fresno, and wear the school’s ath- 
letic apparel. 

The family contends the boy 
asked for the tattoo. 


Priest auctions off 
silver for homeless 


MILWAUKEE— A Green 

Bay priest is auctioning 
off his late mother’s collection of 
old silver pieces to raise money for 
a homeless shelter. 

The Rev. Guy Blair donated 14 
silver items, including five sugar 
urns dating back to the 1790s. 
Other pieces include vases and 
coffee and tea pots. 

Heritage Auctions silver direc- 
tor Tim Rigdon says the sum of the 
items’ minimum bids is $21,000. 

Blair, 58, hopes the items will 
fetch at least $50,000. He says that 
would cover the shelter’s costs for 
a few weeks.

John’s the Evangelist Church 
homeless shelter in Green Bay. 


Beetle infestation 
blamed for tree deaths 


THE WOODLANDS — 
The Woodlands has lost 
hundreds of reasons for its name. 

The Woodlands has had to re- 
move nearly 1,000 pine trees since 
July due to a beetle infestation 
that followed heat and lingering 
drought. 

Hundreds of dead trees on resi- 
dential property also fell victim to 
pine bark beetles. 

John Powers with the Communi- 
ty Associations of The Woodlands 
said it was a “major outbreak” of 
pine bark beetles in the Houston- 
area community. 

Powers told the Houston Chron- 
icle that The Woodlands, during 
July and August, added dozens 
of trees to the city’s removal list 
every day. 

Recent rain and cooler weather 
has lessened beetle activity. Bee- 
tles target drought-stressed trees 
and lay eggs under the weakened 
bark. 

The Texas Forest Service says 
trees in Harris, Chambers, San 
Jacinto and Waller counties also 
have been affected.

Werth, Howard spark early barage en route to 11-0 romp

PHILADELPHIA — Cliff Lee is turn- 
ing into Philadelphia’s latest October ace. 
Ryan Howard has become their new Charlie 
Hustle. 

Lee dominated the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
and Howard and Jayson Werth provided the 
big swings early as the Phillies cruised 11-0 
Sunday night for a 2-1 lead in the NL champi- 
onship series 

Lee provided another brilliant playoff start, 
striking out 10 and allowing only three hits in 
eight innings. He’s 2-0 with an 0.74 ERA in 
three playoff starts. Last year, Cole Hamels 
was masterful on the mound during Philadel- 
phia’s run to the World Series. 

“Cliff Lee, what can I say about him? He 
was absolutely outstanding,” Phillies manag- 
er Charlie Manuel said. 

Howard ran hard for a triple and Werth 
homered as the Phillies led 6-0 by the second 
inning. Howard sparked memories of Pete 
Rose by making two headfirst dives during 
the romp. The All-Star first baseman has 
driven in runs in each of Philadelphia’s seven 
playoff games this year, a record streak. 

“He’s a big-game player,’ Werth said. 
“We’ve got a lot of guys like that here, guys 
that thrive in big situations.” 

The Phillies came up with the most-lopsid- 
ed victory in their playoff history. 

Joe Blanton starts Game 4 Monday night 
against the Dodgers’ Randy Wolf, who hasn’t 
pitched since the opener of the division series 
against St. Louis. 

“You never want to get your rear end 
kicked,” Dodgers manager Joe Torre said. 
“But you don’t toss and turn and wonder if 
you made the right move. It’s still only one 
game and we’re in position to tie the series 
tomorrow.” 

The next two games in the best-of-seven se- 
ries will be in Philadelphia. 

Howard drove in three runs, two with his 
triple in the first. Werth followed with a two- 
run homer, and that was more than enough for 
Lee. 

Last year’s AL Cy Young Award winner 
faced just two batters over the minimum, giv-

ing up two singles to Manny Ramirez and one 
to Ronnie Belliard. 

Manuel planned to send Lee out for the 
ninth until he singled in the eighth and scored 
on Shane Victorino’s three-run homer. Chad 
Durbin came on and pitched a perfect ninth. 

Acquired from Cleveland in late July, Lee is 
giving the Phillies exactly what they expected 
when they made the blockbuster deal. 

“T don’t know if I ever doubted myself,” Lee 
said. “I always had confidence in myself.” 

After wasting a stellar performance by 
Pedro Martinez in Game 2, the Phillies 
jumped on Dodgers starter Hiroki Kuroda 
right from the start. 

On a brisk 46-degree night — almost half 
the temperature at Dodger Stadium for Game 
2 Friday — Philadelphia’s hitters had no trou- 
ble swinging hot bats. Every starter except 
Raul Ibanez had a hit and all nine starters 
scored arun. 

Victorino’s home run to deep right field put 


an emphatic exclamation mark on the rout. 
The shot also helped the Phillies outscore the 
city’s NFL team. The Eagles lost 13-9 to the 
Oakland Raiders on Sunday. 

Making his first start in 20 days, Kuroda 
only got four outs and was charged with six 
runs on six hits. Torre chose Kuroda over 
Chad Billingsley even though Kuroda was un- 
available for the first-round series against St. 
Louis because of a bulging disc in his neck. 

“They put me on the mound and I have 
to come through, but I didn’t,” Kuroda said 
through a translator. 

Carlos Ruiz started the second inning with 
a double and scored on Jimmy Rollins’ one- 
out double that chased Kuroda. 

Scott Elbert came in and walked Victori- 
no and Utley to load the bases. Rollins then 
scored on Howard’s RBI dribbler to put the 
Phillies up 6-0. Howard slid headfirst into 
first on that play, trying to avoid the tag.

L.A.’s gamble doesn't pay off; Kuroda gets just four outs

PHILADELPHIA — Hiroki Kuroda’s 
first start of the playoffs for Los Angeles 
was a bitterly brief one. 

Two singles, a double, a triple, a home 
run. Philadelphia hit for the cycle only 
eight batters into Game 3 of the NL cham- 
pionship series, battering Kuroda on Sun- 
day night and sending him to the dugout 
after only recording four outs. 

Manager Joe Torre’s gamble on Kuroda 
badly backfired in an 11-0 loss. 

Kuroda might not get another chance to 
prove he can shut down the Phillies. 

The 34-year-old righty could get the start 
in a possible Game 7, but the Dodgers trail 
2-1 in the NLCS and have two more games 
in Philadelphia, where they are winless in 
the last two playoff series. 

“T think I made it hard on myself because 
I couldn’t throw the first-pitch strikes,” 
Kuroda said through an interpreter. “It 
just became harder and harder later on in 
the count. That’s it.” 


The Japanese-born Kuroda had nothing 
from the start in front of a rabid Phillies 
crowd. He was rested — and rusty — in his 
first start since Sept. 28. He sat out the NL 
division series against St. Louis because of 
a bulging disc in his neck. 

A lengthy layoff didn’t affect Phillies 
starter Pedro Martinez in Game 2. 

Torre said he didn’t know how he might 
use Kuroda the rest of the series. The four- 
time World Series champion manager 
refused to blame Kuroda’s injury or the 
cooler weather for his struggles. 

“The ball didn’t behave,” Torre said. 

Kuroda’s past success against Phila- 
delphia was one reason Torre gave him 
the ball. Kuroda was 1-0 and had allowed 
only two earned runs in 19 innings in 
three career regular-season starts against 
Philadelphia. 

Against the Phillies in Game 3 of last 
year’s NLCS, Kuroda earned the victory 
with six innings of two-run ball. 

This Game 3 was about as different for 
Kuroda as the weather on the two coasts 
for this series. 


Perhaps he still wasn’t 100 percent, and 
the Phillies rocked him. Ryan Howard 
hustled for a two-run triple and Jayson 
Werth hit a two-run home run to make it 
4-0 in the first inning. 

Kuroda, 8-7 with a 3.76 ERA this season, 
allowed six runs in only 1/3 innings. He 
said his neck was fine. 

“T’m not going to make that the excuse 
and I don’t think it was the reason,” Ku- 
roda said. 

Torre could have given the start to 12- 
game winner Chad Billingsley. Billings- 
ley faded badly in the second half after a 
9-3 record made him an NL All-Star. He 
bounced back with quality outings in his 
final two starts, but didn’t pitch in the 
NLDS. 

Veterans Jon Garland and Jeff Weaver 
were dropped from the NLCS roster. 

Billingsley quieted the Phillies after 
their quick offensive start, retiring nine of 
10 in one stretch and made his case to start 
a possible Game 6 or 7. 

Torre was convinced Kuroda could pitch 
after 49 painfree pitches in a simulated 


game last week in Arizona. He tossed an 
additional 21 in the bullpen. Pitching coach 
Rick Honeycutt came back from Arizona 
with a strong scouting report on Kuroda, 
making Torre’s decision for a Game 3 
starter almost an easy one. 

“T didn’t have any hesitation once I saw 
him early in that game that if things con- 
tinued to go that way that we’d use him,” 
Torre said. 

Kuroda threw 39 pitches against the Phil- 
lies and few of them were quality ones. 

“T don’t second-guess the decision be- 
cause we made it on what we saw, and his 
bullpen was good for this start,” Torre said. 

Kuroda had the shortest outing for a 
Dodgers starter in an NLCS game since 
Bob Welch lasted 11/3 innings in Game 3 of 
the 1983 series against the Phillies. Welch, 
though, left with an injury. 

“He had good life on his fastball. He just 
didn’t really have the command out there,” 
catcher Russell Martin said. 

Randy Wolf was to start Game 4 and the 
Dodgers had to hope he could handcuff Phil- 
adelphia to get back into the series.

Laird chills on way 
to 1st PGA victory

LAS VEGAS — The higher the 
stakes, the calmer Martin Laird 
became. 

Laird won the Justin Timber- 
lake Shriners Hospitals for Chil- 
dren Open on Sunday for his first 
PGA Tour title, beating George 
McNeill with a birdie on the third 
hole of a playoff. 

Laird closed with a 3-under 68 
to match McNeill (67) and former 
UNLV player Chad Campbell (69) 
at 19-under 265. Campbell was 
eliminated on the second extra 
hole. 

“T don’t know whether it was 
because I had a nice long par on 
18 to get into the playoff,’ Laird 
said. “But when I got into the 
playoff I was surprised; I kind of 
chilled out a little. I was pretty 
nervous the last two or three holes 
in regulation, and once I got there 
in the playoff I kind of relaxed a 
little more. 

“And when I stood up there on 
the first playoff hole and struck 
the ball down the middle, it 
was the perfect way to start the 
playoff.” 

Laird, a former Colorado State 
player, earned $756,000 and a 
two-year tour exemption for the 
breakthrough victory at TPC 
Summerlin in his 53rd tour star. 
He jumped from 134th to 62nd on 
the money list with $1,271,254. 

Three-time Las Vegas winner 
Jim Furyk (62) and Jeff Klauk 
(68) tied at 18 under, and former 
UNLV player Charley Hoffman 
(68) was at 17 under. 

Laird holed an 11-foot birdie 
putt on the par-4 18th for the 
victory after McNeill, the 2007 
winner, hit his approach near 
the greenside water hazard, then 
lipped out an 18-foot par putt. 

Campbell dropped out with a 
bogey on the par-3 17th. 

“T didn’t play that well today,” 
Campbell said. “I was able to hang 


around and make some putts and 
make some birdies to get myself 
into the playoff. Unfortunately, I 
wasn’t able to get it done.” 

Laird took the lead from Camp- 
bell and Furyk at 19 under with 
a birdie on the par-5 ninth. Laird 
parred the next six holes before a 
birdie on the par-S 16th got him to 
20 under. He promptly dropped 
back with a bogey on 17. 

McNeill birdied the 18th to join 
Laird and Campbell at 19 under, 
and Campbell and Laird then 
closed with pars. 

They opened the playoff with 
pars on No. 18, and Laird and Mc- 
Neill advanced with pars on No. 
17, while Campbell dropped out 
with his bogey. 

Furyk birdied seven of the last 
nine holes in his career-best 62. 

“T’m very happy with the way 
I played today,” Furyk said. “And 
62, to kind of end the year, is 
super.” 

Las Vegas native Scott Piercy, 
tied for the third-round lead, had 
double bogeys on 17 and 18 en 
route to a 73 and was 15 under. 

Champions Tour: At The Wood- 
lands, Texas, John Cook closed 
with a 4-under 68 to win the Ad- 
ministaff Small Business Classic, 
his third career seniors title and 
first this season. 

“IT haven’t really walked off 
the 54th hole or 72nd hole of our 
weeks with a real good taste in 
my mouth until today,” said Cook, 
52, an 11-time winner on the PGA 
Tour. 

Cook shot an 11-under 205 to 
hold off Jay Haas and Bob Tway 
for a two-shot victory at The 
Woodlands Country Club’s Tour- 
nament Course. 

Cook lost to Mike Reid in a 
playoff in August in the Jeld-Wen 
Tradition in Oregon, one of the 
Champions Tour majors, then 
was fifth two weeks ago in the Se- 
nior Players Championship. 
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Bills leave Jets shaking 


their heads

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. — It was wild, slop- 
py and not easy to watch. The Buffalo Bills will take 
it, though, especially when few gave them a chance 
to beat the New York Jets. 

“It feels great to win,” linebacker Paul Posluszny 
said with a smile. “We needed this big time.” 

Rian Lindell kicked a 47-yard field goal with 2:44 
left in overtime, making up for a miss at the end of 
regulation in the Bills’ stunning 16-13 victory on 
Sunday. 

“They won’t quit, no matter what happens,” Bills 
coach Dick Jauron said. “They just keep coming, 
and they kept coming.” 

For a team that lost three straight, saw starting 
quarterback Trent Edwards leave with a concussion 
and had fans calling for a change in the coaching 
staff, the Bills (2-4) and backup quarterback Ryan 
Fitzpatrick came through in a big way. 

Buffalo had a chance to win it in regulation, but 
Lindell was wide right on a 46-yard attempt into the 
wind as time expired. 

“We had to pick each other up,” Lindell said. “We 
made more mistakes than we’d like to. It’s nice to 
overcome that and battle back.” 

The Bills took advantage of rookie Mark Sanchez’s 
fifth interception of the day to set up Lindell’s win- 
ning kick and send the sputtering Jets (3-3) to their 
third straight loss.

“T feel disgusted,” right tackle Damien Woody 
said.

A week after holding Cleveland’s Derek Anderson 
to 2-for-17 passing for 23 yards in a 6-3 loss, Buffalo 
made things miserable for Sanchez. The rookie was 
10 of 29 for 119 yards and the five interceptions, in- 
cluding two by Jairus Byrd, with the last coming by 
Posluszny to set up the winning drive. 

“T don’t Know if I could play any worse,” the de- 
jected Sanchez said. “It was totally my fault and I 
owe these guys a lot.” 

Fitzpatrick stepped in ably for Edwards, who left 
early in the second quarter. Fitzpatrick went 10 of 
25 for 116 yards and a touchdown to Lee Evans, with 
one interception. 

“He stepped in and we didn’t miss a beat,” Evans 
said. 

The Jets finished with 318 yards rushing, includ- 
ing 99 by Leon Washington, but it went for naught as 
they were called for 14 penalties — their most since 
1996. 

“We lost,” said Jones, who broke Curtis Martin’s 
team mark of 203. “I could’ve had 2 yards. We lost 
the game.” 

Cardinals 27, Seahawks 3: Visiting Arizona 
moved into a tie for the NFC West lead with idle San 
Francisco as Kurt Warner completed 32 of 41 passes 
for 276 yards and two touchdowns. 

Warner tied an NFL record as the fastest to throw 
for 30,000 yards in a career and Larry Fitzgerald 
tied his career high with 13 receptions for 100 yards 
and a touchdown. Warner hit the milestone in his 
114th game, matching former Miami star Dan Ma- 
rino. Indianapolis’ Peyton Manning reached it in 
115; 

The Cardinals (3-2) led 14-0 before Seattle (2-4) 
ran its first play 12 minutes into the first quarter. 

That was after a 15-play opening drive during 
which Warner completed all nine throws, and after 
the Seahawks failed to cover the ensuing pooch 
kickoff, setting up another touchdown. 

Arizona’s swarming defense held Seattle (2-4), 
which romped 41-0 over Jacksonville last week, to 
128 yards and its fewest points at home since 2002. 

Seattle’s bumbling day was epitomized early in 
the fourth quarter. As thousands began pouring out 
of the quiet stadium that used to provide the league’s 
loudest home-field advantage, tight end John Carl- 
son stumbled off the line and then had a pass from 
Matt Hasselbeck clang off his helmet.

Hasselbeck, who threw for four touchdowns in his 
return from broken ribs last week, completed just 10 
of 29 throws for 112 yards. The 34 percent comple- 
tion rate was Hasselbeck’s lowest since 2004, also in 
a loss to Arizona. 

He was sacked five times behind an offensive 
line containing a third-string left guard and fourth- 
string left tackle because it was missing three in- 
jured starters. 

The Seahawks’ offense went three-and-out seven 
times against the Cardinals, who are taking fewer 
risks under new coordinator Bill Davis, but looked 
aS aggressive as ever to the besieged Seahawks. 
Two of Seattle’s brief possessions totaled negative 
yardage. 

Warner led a methodical 80-yard march to begin 
the game that seemed to stun Seattle. Fitzgerald 
jumped in front of overmatched Jordan Babineaux 
for the 2-yard touchdown catch. 

Neil Rackers then lofted a pooch kickoff that 
bounced around the Seahawks 35. John Owens 
backed away and let the ball bounce before Arizo- 
na’s Greg Toler recovered the free ball at the Seattle 
23. Tim Hightower converted that gift into a 2-yard 
touchdown run. 

Later, Calais Campbell sped through fill-in left 
guard Steve Vallos and fill-in tackle Kyle Williams 
and nailed Hasselbeck, causing a fumble that Bryan 
Robinson recovered at the Seahawks 23. 

The first quarter ended with Seattle’s renowned 
crowd roasting its home team. Arizona outgained Se- 
attle 128-3 and held the ball for all but 43 seconds. 

Rackers converted the fumble into a 29-yard field 
goal, Arizona led 17-0 and cruised from there. 

Fitzgerald soared above Ken Lucas for a 19- 
yard catch that had the crowd gasping. Then Steve 
Breaston jumped higher than far smaller corner- 
back Kelly Jennings for a 16-yard touchdown recep- 
tion of a pass from Warner to put Arizona up 24-3 
late in the third quarter.

OAKLAND, Calif. — With a blitzing de- 
fense that pressured Donovan McNabb all 
game, a physical running game and a rare 
big play in the passing game, the Oakland 
Raiders looked nothing like what the Phil- 
adelphia Eagles saw on film. 

As stunned as the Eagles may have been 
by what they saw on the field, the result of 
the game may have been just as stunning 
to everyone else. 

Louis Murphy threw two key blocks to 
spring Zach Muiller’s 86-yard touchdown 
catch, Justin Fargas ran for 87 yards and 
the Raiders sacked McNabb six times in a 
13-9 victory on Sunday. 

“I’m sure they watched the Giants game 
and thought we were sorry,” said Trevor 
Scott, who had two sacks. 

The Eagles (3-2) could be forgiven for 
thinking that after Oakland (2-4) lost 44- 
7 to New York last week, its third straight 
loss by at least 20 points. 

The Giants game was so bad that New 
York linebacker Antonio Pierce said it 
felt like playing a scrimmage. Those com- 
ments were posted in the Raiders’ locker 
room this week and the team responded to 
the critics in impressive fashion. 

“That gave me extra fuel,” Murphy said. 
“You have to look yourself in the mirror 
and man up. His comments were true. We 
played flat. We didn’t play with any emo- 
tion. This game was totally different. We 
took those comments to heart.” 

The key Sunday was the Oakland de- 
fense. Coordinator John Marshall mixed 
in more zone coverages and blitzes than 
usual to combat a high-powered Philadel- 
phia offense that was second in the league 
in scoring. 

The Eagles abandoned the run early, 
only had Michael Vick on the field for two 
plays and were the first team in three 
years to fail to score a touchdown against 
the Raiders. 

“They did some things that we weren’t 
really expecting, some stuff that they re- 
ally didn’t show the first couple games,” of- 
fensive lineman Winston Justice said. “We

were caught by surprise.” 

Philadelphia’s last chance ended when 
McNabb underthrew DeSean Jackson on 
fourth-and-4 from the Oakland 44 with 
2:14 remaining. 

David Akers missed two field goals for 
the Eagles, a 43-yarder wide left in the 
first quarter and a 47-yarder wide right in 
the third quarter that proved crucial down 
the stretch. 

McNabb finished 22-for-46 for 269 yards. 
He struggled without left tackle Jason Pe- 
ters, who left in the first quarter with an 
injured left knee. 


“T’m embarrassed by the way we came 
out here and played. We’re a much better 
football team,” McNabb said. 

JaMarcus Russell iced the game with a 
12-yard pass to Gary Russell on third-and- 
10. He ran out the clock after that to the 
delight of the fans, who began the game by 
booing their quarterback. 

“You can either take the punch or punch 
back,” Russell said. “I think that’s what we 
did today. The thing we have to do is build 
on it.” 

Russell completed 17 of 28 passes for 
224 yards, with two interceptions and the 


touchdown to Miller that was the longest 
pass play in 25 years for the Raiders. 
Russell found Miller open over the mid- 
dle on a pass 16 yards downfield. Miller 
then ran up the sideline and was sprung by 
a devastating block by Murphy that flat- 
tened Quintin Mikell. As Miller got close 
to the end zone, he slowed to give Murphy 
time to catch up and block Ellis Hobbs to 
help complete the 86-yard catch and run. 
“T came over to him and was like, ‘Man, 
that’s the best two blocks I’ve ever seen 
from a wide receiver,” Miller said. “I have 
to buy him something now. He deserves it.” 


Falcons take advantage of Bears’ giveaways

ATLANTA — The Atlanta Fal- 
cons sure know how to scramble 
at the end against the Chicago 
Bears. 

Last year, Atlanta pulled out an 
improbable victory with a field 
goal as time ran out. This time, 
the Falcons came up with three 
huge stops inside the 20-yard-line, 
the last with less than a minute to 
go to preserve a 21-14 victory that 
left the Bears muttering about all 
the chances that got away Sunday 
night. 

“We’ve been playing very good 
red-zone defense all season long,” 
Atlanta coach Mike Smith said. 
“The guys made plays when the 
opportunities arose.” 

And Chicago didn’t. 

“You want to kick your- 
self,’ linebacker Lance Briggs 
moaned. 

Michael Turner scored the 
winning touchdown on a 5-yard 
run with 3:06 remaining, making 
up for an otherwise forgettable 
night. A bend-but-don’t-break de- 
fense — and Chicago’s miscues 


— helped the Falcons (4-1) match 
the best five-game record in fran- 
chise history and stay just one 
game behind the unbeaten New 
Orleans Saints in the NFC South. 

Jay Cutler had a pass intercept- 
ed early on at the Atlanta 9. Matt 
Forte fumbled on two straight 
runs from the 1 in the third quar- 
ter, the second of which was re- 
covered by the Falcons. And one 
last chance was ruined when Or- 
lando Pace moved before the snap 
on fourth-and-1 at the 5, leaving 
the Bears with a more daunting 
challenge they couldn’t convert 
with 29 seconds left. 

“You can’t make those kind of 
mistakes,” Chicago coach Lovie 
Smith said. “You can’t make 
those kind of mistakes. When you 
get the ball in the red zone, you 
need to get points.” 

Then again, this was _ noth- 
ing new for the Falcons. Sixteen 
times this season, opponents have 
driven inside the Atlanta 20. The 
team has surrendered only six 
touchdowns on those possessions. 

“Our defense, give them some 
credit,” said Matt Ryan, who had 
two touchdown passes for the Fal- 


cons but also two interceptions. 
“Our guys stepped up and made 
some plays when we needed them 
to.” 

The teams played a thriller for 
the second year in a row. Last sea- 
son, the Bears (3-2) thought they 
had pulled out an improbable vic- 
tory on a touchdown pass with 11 
seconds remaining, only to blow 
it by going with a pooch kick and 
giving up a long completion that 
set up Jason Elam for a field goal. 
He knocked it through on the final 
play for a 22-20 victory. 

This time, the Bears were de- 
nied in their comeback bid. Cutler 
guided Chicago down the field on 
his way to aseason-high 300 yards 
passing, and a disputed pass-in- 
terference penalty on Curtis Lof- 
ton gave the Bears a first down at 
the Atlanta 14. Two penalties left 
Chicago with third-and-25 be- 
fore Cutler went over the middle 
to Earl Bennett, who came down 
with the ball amid three defend- 
ers for a 24-yard reception. 

That left the Bears needing 
3 feet on fourth down, and they 
called time to set up a play. But 
Pace inexplicably took off ahead 


of the snap, leaving Chicago with 
fourth-and-6. Cutler’s final pass, 
going for Desmond Clark over 
the middle, bounced off the re- 
ceiver’s arm with Erik Coleman 
defending to preserve the Atlanta 
victory. 

Atlanta’s winning touchdown 
was set up by Eric Weems’ 62- 
yard kickoff return. Ryan and 
Tony Gonzalez took over from 
there, hooking up on passes of 16 
and 15 yards, before Turner fin- 
ished off the drive from the 5. He 
found nothing but turf after cut- 
ting to his right, and a slight bump 
with teammate Verron Haynes 
was about the only chance he had 
to go down. 

Turner, the No. 2 rusher in the 
NFL last season, finished with 
just 30 yards on 13 carries. Shak- 
ing off that frustration, he flung 
the ball into the air with his left 
hand after scoring. 

“Our offensive line did a great 
job just giving me just enough 
time to get the ball off, and then 
Michael Turner did what he 
does,” Ryan said. “The offensive 
line provided a great push and 
just paved his way.” 


The Bears lost despite out- 
gaining the Falcons 373 yards to 
253. Cutler completed 27 of 43 
passes, going to Johnny Knox for 
a 23-yard touchdown that gave 
Chicago a 7-0 lead and a 2-yard- 
er to Olsen that tied it with 6:14 
remaining. Cutler also led the 
Bears in rushing with 34 yards, 
but his performance was marred 
by two interceptions — both by 
Thomas DeCoud, the first two of 
his career. 

Ryan had a short throw that 
Roddy White turned into a 40- 
yard touchdown play, then went 
10 yards to Gonzalez to give the 
Falcons a 14-7 halftime lead. 
Ryan, too, threw two intercep- 
tions, the second on a tipped ball 
with about 10 minutes remaining 
that gave new life to the Bears. 

Cutler directed an eight-play, 
92-yard drive that tied it. The 
quarterback got things started 
with a 30-yard scramble, went 
to Devin Hester for a 17-yard 
completion and took advantage 
of a pass-interference penalty 
on Chris Houston that moved the 
chains another 23 yards.

ASHBURN, Va. — You’re not 
calling plays anymore, Jim Zorn. 
Sherm Lewis is coming out of re- 
tirement to do it for you. 

With a pained expression, 
Washington Redskins coach Zorn 
announced Monday that the front 
office “strongly suggested” that 
he yield his play-calling duties to 
aconsultant hired only two weeks 
ago. While he didn’t say he was 
given an ultimatum, Zorn said he 
would comply with the request 
“because I want to stay here and 
win.” 

“Sometimes we have to do 
things that are uncomfortable,” 
Zorn said. 

Zorn received the news during 
a meeting with front office chief 
Vinny Cerrato at the stadium fol- 
lowing Sunday’s 14-6 loss to the 
previously winless Kansas City 
Chiefs. The Redskins (2-4) are 
averaging 13.2 points and have 
failed to score a touchdown in two 
of their home games. 

“The reason I can comply with 
this is simply because of the lack 
of scoring,” Zorn said. “I want to 
win, too. If this has to be done this 
week, if this is going to be the key, 
I’m certainly willing to give it a 
try. Because we’re 2-4 and to not 
score in the last few weeks, the 
way we have not scored, is very 
frustrating.” 

Barely a fortnight ago, Lewis 
was enjoying retirement in 
Michigan, calling Bingo games 
at a senior center and delivering 
Meals on Wheels. He previously 
spent 22 years as an NFL assis- 
tant before retiring after the 2004 
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Zorn shorn ot play-calling

season. The Redskins lured him 
back into football as a consultant 
for the struggling offense. 

And now — Bingo! — he’s the 
play caller. 

“This is not an easy thing. ... I 
feel for Sherm because he’s been 
here for two weeks,” Zorn said. 
“We’re going to give him as much 
help as we possibly can to get a 
spark out of our offense. ... My 
comfort level is somewhere be- 
tween 1 and 10. It’s not at 10, but 
it’s something that I’m going to 
have to grow into.” 

Several players were taken 


aback by the notion of trusting 
such a vital role to someone not 
yet thoroughly familiar with the 
roster. 

“T don’t think it’s an ideal situ- 
ation,” quarterback Todd Collins 
said. “Generally, you have some 
play-callers work with a quarter- 
back for years and years. This is 
going to be a quick change for us, 
but it seems like drastic measures 
are called for when we haven’t 
been playing so well on offense.” 

Receiver Antwaan Randle El 
called the move to Lewis “a little 
weird.” 


“Some guys weren’t even kind 
of sure who he was,” Randle El 
said. “But that’s just because they 
didn’t get around and try to talk 
to him. But again it just kind of 
goes back to shaking things up.” 

Zorn noted that the move 
has the potential to hurt team 
chemistry. 

“The seriousness of the deci- 
sion to do this is that we lose cohe- 
siveness in our team,” Zorn said. 
“Now where’s the cohesiveness 
in six points a game? See what 
I mean? So I’m hoping this is a 
positive.” 

Lewis will sit in the upstairs 
coaching box to call the plays, 
starting with next Monday night’s 
game against the Philadelphia 
Eagles. Zorn will relay Lewis’ 
calls to the quarterback. Zorn 
said he’ll retain control over big 
decisions — such as whether to 
go on fourth down — but that he 
won’t veto Lewis’ play calls. 

“T wouldn’t do that to Sherm,” 
Zorn said. 

The Redskins weren’t offering 
much more insight Monday. Cer- 
rato declined comment through a 
team spokesman. The spokesman 
also said Lewis was in meetings 
and unavailable for comment. 

That left Zorn by himself at 
the podium, looking like a coach 
twisting in the wind. If the team 
continues to struggle, a foresee- 
able next step would be his dis- 
missal, with one of the defensive 
assistants taking over as head 
coach and Lewis handling the 
offense. 

Zorn, however, said the season 
is still salvageable. If nothing else, 


he should be able to focus more on 
game management. Wasted time- 
outs and sloppy two-minute drills 
have become a mainstay during 
his 22 games in Washington. 

Zorn is the third consecutive 
Redskins head coach to relin- 
quish play-calling because of a 
stagnant offense, although he’s 
the first to have it essentially 
stripped by the front office. Steve 
Spurrier handed the reins to Hue 
Jackson for a couple of games in 
2003, and Joe Gibbs brought in Al 
Saunders to run the offense after 
the 2005 season. 

For Zorn, the move is a particu- 
larly harsh blow because he feels 
he had a knack for calling plays. 
The chance to take that role for 
the first time in the NF'L was one 
reason he relished coming to the 
Redskins in the first place. 

“I’m sure he’s not happy with 
it,’ Collins said. “He came here 
and he wanted to call the plays, 
and now it’s taken away from 
him.” 

Zorn said he had to do a “soul 
search” Sunday night before say- 
ing yes to Cerrato. Changing the 
play caller certainly wasn’t at the 
top of his to-do list for the week. 

“T have confidence in my play 
calls,” Zorn said. 

Zorn at least still gets to decide 
who is playing quarterback. He 
said he hasn’t decided whether to 
go with Jason Campbell or Col- 
lins against the Eagles. Collins 
led two drives that ended in field 
goals for the Redskins’ only points 
against the Chiefs after Campbell 
was benched at halftime. 


Steelers’ ‘Big Ben’ putting up big passing numbers

PITTSBURGH — Brady, 
Brees, Brett. Now, Big Ben? 

Ben Roethlisberger is big on 
winning — he is 55-22 as a starter, 
the best record for any NFL quar- 
terback not named Tom Brady. 

Statistics? In the past, those 
were for the guys who didn’t win 
Super Bowls; Roethlisberger has 
won two titles. Now, as coordina- 
tor Bruce Arians keeps opening 
up the Steelers’ long-conserva- 
tive offense, it’s Roethlisberger 
— not Brady or Drew Brees or 
Brett Favre — who leads the NFL 
in passing. 

Not even Terry Bradshaw did 
that in Pittsburgh and won Super 
Bowls, too. 

Roethlisberger didn’t finish in 
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the top 10 in yards passing dur- 
ing either of the two seasons the 
Steelers won the Super Bowl with 
him, 2005 or 2008, and he’s never 
finished higher than eighth. 

After throwing for 417 yards 
Sunday while beating Cleveland 
27-14 for the most by any Pitts- 
burgh quarterback during a victo- 
ry, Roethlisberger leads the NFL 
with 1,887 yards passing, 77 more 
than Houston’s Matt Schaub. Ro- 
ethlisberger also is No. 2 in com- 
pletion percentage (72.5), No. 2in 
yards per game (314.5) and No. 4 
in passer rating (104.5). 

“We’re putting the ball in his 
hands,” said wide receiver Hines 
Ward — though, in reality it’s the 
other way around. “When you talk 
about the elite, he’s right up there. 
He’s definitely displaying the tal-

ents and abilities to be a great 
quarterback in this league.” 

There’s been no major altera- 
tion in Roethlisberger’s game 
that’s led to his greatly increased 
statistics. Rather, ithas been more 
of a progression, with former co- 
ordinator Ken Whisenhunt and 
now Arians increasingly handing 
over more of the offense to him. 

Roethlisberger, for example, 
constantly pushed to run the no- 
huddle offense. Now, he’s being al- 
lowed to do that consistently, with 
obvious success. Roethlisberger, 
who began this season with seven 
300-yard games in five seasons, 
is averaging 314.5 yards. 

“When I get to the no-huddle, 
It’s just, ‘Let’s get in the shotgun 
and start slinging it around,” 
Roethlisberger said. “I think if 
you ask the receivers, they like 
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it. Two guys had over 100 yards 
(against Cleveland). Heath (Muill- 
er) had a lot of yards.

Alabama gets lesson, No. 1 ranking in AP poll

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — Nick Saban 
turned to LeBron James to help motivate 
his team. 

Alabama’s coach showed his team the 
documentary “More Than a Game” the 
night before the Crimson Tide faced South 
Carolina, trying to demonstrate how even 
the NBA superstar and his former sum- 
mer league teammates could be felled by 
overconfidence. 

An uneven performance and a close 20-6 
victory by Alabama against South Caroli- 
na on Saturday night probably got the mes- 
sage across even better. 

Or maybe not. Alabama’s latest victory 
was good enough for the Crimson Tide to 
jump past Florida to No. 1 in the AP poll. 

The Tide were in second place behind 
Florida in the first BCS standings. 

“You don’t have to be punished to learn 
your lesson,” said Saban, who had the stu- 
dio ship the DVD for the game. “There’s 
an old saying, ‘Success breeds success.’ 
I’m not sure that’s right. Most of the time 
people commit to being successful when 
something bad happens and they’re com- 
mitted to doing what they need to to get it 
fixed.” 

For the first time, the Tide (7-0, 4-0 
Southeastern Conference) didn’t necessar- 
ily look like that efficient machine that was 
overwhelming opponents. 

Alabama breezed into the game with a 
consistently dominant defense, a nearly 
perfectly balanced offense and _ steady, 
playmaking special teams. Combine all 
that with only four turnovers in six games, 
and it’s no wonder ’Bama was getting all 
the attention as the total package. 

But Greg McElroy and the passing game 
misfired Saturday night against the Game- 
cocks (5-2, 2-2), and the balance went out 
the window. McElroy threw two early in- 
terceptions, lost a fumble, and Alabama

Ingram was responsible 
for 269 of Alabama’s 356 yards, or about 
three-quarters of the team’s production. 

“It’s really easy to do a good job when 
you have No. 22 in the backfield,” offensive 
tackle Drew Davis said of Ingram. “He 
really inspires the offensive line when we 
know we have a good back like him. We 
knew what we had to do the entire game. 
We haven’t been producing. We needed to 
get the job taken care of.” 

Alabama came in with 1,341 rushing 
yards, and 1,327 passing. The Tide wound 
up with just 90 yards through the air, and 
nearly three times that many rushing 
(264). 

In other words, the game left Saban with 
plenty of teaching points. That includes 10 
penalties for 113 yards. 

“TI really think that’s a sign of a good 
team,” he said. “I’m proud of our players 
for being able to go out there and earn this 
and fight their way through it and doing 
what they need to do to win the game. You 
can Say it’s winning ugly or whatever, but 
it’s still winning. 

“There are lessons to be learned when 
you play games like this.” 

For one thing, it’s not as easy to coast 
through the SEC as Alabama had been 
making it look. South Carolina and Missis- 
sippi both were ranked entering the games 
the past two weeks, and they combined to 
produce just three field goals. Next up is 
Tennessee, followed by an open date and 
a visit by No. 9 LSU, the only ranked team 
remaining on Alabama’s schedule. 

Saban wasn’t surprised the Tide strug- 
gled some. 

“TI kind of had a feeling that this was 
going to be a really tough game,” he said. 
“Psychologically this is a tough league to 
be at your best every week.” 
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Teammates were with fatally stabbed UConn player

STORRS, Conn. — One team- 
mate performed first aid while 
another comforted a University 
of Connecticut football player 
who was fatally stabbed during a 
fight outside a school-sanctioned 
dance over the weekend, their 
coach said Monday. 

Coach Randy Edsall wouldn’t 
identify the teammates or say 
how many players witnessed the 
fight that led to the death of Jas- 
per Howard, 20. A second player 
also was stabbed, but received 
only minor injuries. 

“One had Jasper in his arms 
and the other was pressuring 
where the wound went in and 
had blood on his hands,” Edsall 
said. “And those two young men 
are pretty deeply affected right 
now.” 

The state’s medical examiner’s 
office said Monday that Howard 
died from a single stab wound 
to the abdomen. The death was 
ruled a homicide. 

Howard, a junior and starting 
cornerback, came to the school to 
get away from the violence on the 
streets of his hometown of Miami. 
He was the first in his family to 
go to college. 

Police interviewed dozens of 
witnesses on Monday but said 
there were no suspects and no 
arrests, although around 300 
people were in the area when a 
fire alarm sounded and students 
evacuated the building. 

“We’re pursuing active investi- 
gative leads,’ UConn police Maj. 
Ronal Blicher said. “The inves- 
tigation will continue into this 
week.” 

Police arrested a Hartford man, 
Johnny Hood, 21, after the stab- 
bing and charged him with inter- 
fering with an officer and breach 
of peace. Hood was identified by 
witnesses as being involved in 
the altercation, and gave police a 
false name, according to an inci- 
dent report. Hood was arraigned 
Monday and ordered held on 
$100,000 bond. 

He has not been charged with 
Howard’s death. Blicher said au- 
thorities were anticipating no 
“significant changes in the inves- 
tigation” Monday. 

A second player stabbed in the 
attack, Brian Parker, 19, of Sara- 
sota, Fla., identified Hood as one 
of those involved, according to a 
police report. Parker, a sopho- 
more wide receiver who is aca- 
demically ineligible to play this 
season, was treated at a hospital 
and released.

Five second-quarter scores 
set record as Pats roll Titans

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. — This 
was the history-making Tom 
Brady everyone remembers. 

And those were the hapless 
Tennessee Titans fans are begin- 
ning to expect. 

Brady threw six touchdown 
passes — five in one quarter, an 
NFL mark — and the Patriots sent 
the Titans plummeting to a new 
low in their winless season with a 
59-0 victory on a snowy Sunday. 

Brady threw those five TD 
passes in the second quarter and 
the Patriots built the biggest half- 
time lead in league history, 45-0. 
The six touchdown throws tied 
Brady’s own team record. And 
the 59-point margin matched the 
largest since the NFL-AFL merg- 
er in 1970, the Los Angeles Rams’ 
59-0 victory over the Atlanta Fal- 
cons in 1976. 

“Every week we’re learning 
something more about ourselves 
and what we can do,” Brady said. 
“There’s no doubt a game like this 
can give you a lot of confidence.” 

The Patriots (4-2) gained a 
club-record 619 yards, with 
Brady completing 29 of 34 passes 
for 380 yards and matching the 
number of scoring passes he to- 
taled in his first five games. In 
2007, he set an NFL record with 
50 touchdown passes and was the 
league’s MVP. 

Sunday’s performance was, by 
far, his best of an inconsistent 
comeback year after a knee in- 
jury ended his 2008 season in the 
opener. 

“Back to his old self,’ said Wes 
Welker, who caught 10 passes for 
a career-high 150 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

It was the worst game in what 
has become an increasingly ter- 
rible season for the Titans (0-6), 
who have lost their last three by

“Y’m disappointed and embar- 
rassed,” Tennessee coach Jeff 
Fisher said. “Fortunately for me, 
career-wise, I have never been 
through anything like this before 
and, unfortunately, it happened to- 
night. I can assure you one thing, 
it’s not going to happen again.” 

The Titans couldn’t even stop 
New England when Brian Hoyer, 
a free agent rookie from Michigan 
State, took over for Brady on the 
second series of the third quarter 
with the score 52-0. He complet-

ed nine of 11 passes for 52 yards 
in his pro debut and scored on a 
1-yard run on his first series. 

By that time, the wide empty 
spaces in the snow-covered 
stands matched the huge gaps in 
the Titans’ defense that played 
without injured starting corner- 
backs Cortland Finnegan and 
Nick Harper. Rookies started in 
their spots. 

“You never go into a game 
thinking it’s going to be like this,” 
Patriots coach Bill Belichick said. 
“Tt’s just our day today.” 

Their longest play this season 
had covered 36 yards, but they 
led 10-0 after one quarter on a 
45-yard run by Laurence Ma- 
roney and a 33-yard field goal by 
Stephen Gostkowski. 

Then came Brady’s historic sec- 
ond quarter: touchdown passes to 
Randy Moss of 40 and 28 yards, 
to Kevin Faulk of 38 yards, and to 
Welker of 30 and 5 yards. 

“I saw frustration, but not a 
lack of effort,” Fisher said. 

Titans defensive end Kyle Van- 
den Bosch said the footing as the 
snow fell throughout the game but 
left just a light coating on the field 
was “no good.” Brady disagreed: 
“We had good footing and it was 
fun to be a part of it.” 

Brady came back for the first 
series of the third quarter and 
threw a 9-yard scoring pass to 
Moss. Then Hoyer took over and 
scored on a 12-play, 61-yard drive 
that lasted 7:42. 

“I know the score got out 
of hand,’ Belichick said, “but 
we were just trying to run our 
offense.” 

The Patriots missed the larg- 
est margin of victory since the 
NFL began in 1920. The Roches- 
ter Jeffersons won 66-0 over Fort 
Porter, a non-league opponent, in 
the second week that season. 

Now the Titans have an off week 
to regroup. The Patriots play next

Sunday in London against anoth- 
er winless team, the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers. 

In one 17-play stretch in the 
second quarter, the Titans gave 
up three scoring passes, lost two 
fumbles and an interception and 
even had a roughing-the-passer 
penalty on one of those touch- 
downs. One positive note: Kerry 
Collins threw his only completion 
of the first half in that miserable 
span. 

He completed only two of 12 
passes for minus-7 yards. Vince 
Young replaced him after Hoyer’s 
touchdown and threw an intercep- 
tion, one of five Tennessee turn- 
overs, on his first play. His only 
other pass was an incompletion.

To make the collapse a com- 
plete team effort, Reggie Hodges 
shanked a 21-yard punt late in the 
second quarter. 

Tennessee’s defense was so 
bad that New England didn’t punt 
until 4:13 remained in the game. 

A rare bright spot for Tennes- 
see was Chris Johnson, who en- 
tered as the NFL’s No. 3 rusher. 
He ran for 128 of the Titans’ total 
of 186 yards. 

But that was overshadowed by 
all the misfires, mistakes and 
missed assignments.
